Open daily, October - March from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. and April - September 
from 8 a.m. to 7 p.m. Changing 
of the Guard at the Tomb of the 
Unknowns occurs every hour on the 
hour during the winter months and 
every half hour during the summer 
months. View gravesites of Presidents 
William Howard Taft and John F. Kennedy. Arlington House, built by heirs of George
